harsh  words  about  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity football  situation  were  prevalent  on  cam- 
pus during  fall  quarter.  Student  spirit,  which 
was  tremendous  up  to  and  including  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  game,  degenerated  into  paper- 
airplane  tossing  sessions  and  Saturday  after- 
noon band  concerts  in  the  stadium,  with  foot- 
ball games  in  progress  on  the  field  only  a diver- 
sionary activity. 

Newspapers  all  .over  Utah  and  the  Skyline 
Conference  printed  columns  of  material  con- 
cerning the  plight  of  the  clawless,  toothless 
Cougars.  Many  offered  suggestions,  but  most 
called  for  a change — any  change. 

Tuesday  morning  this  week  this  gloomy 
picture  was  changed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  announced  that 
Harold  W.  Kopp  had  been  appointed  head 
coach. 

Students  listened  to  radio  reports  and 
read  newspaper  accounts  of  Kopp’s  previous 
record  and  were  suddenly  aware  that  BYU 
may  have  a chance  to  break  into  the  Skyline 
picture,  after  all. 

A few  hours  later  word  was  released  that 
Tally  Stevens,  sensational  coach  of  powerhouse 


When  realization  struck  that  Stevens’  pop- 
ularity among  Utah  high  school  athletes  and 
Kopp’s  determination  and  drive  were  being 
teamed  up  to  produce  a team  of  which  BYU 
could  be  proud,  the  rays  of  joy  which  penetrat- 
ed into  the  frosted  over  hearts  of  Cougar  foot- 
ball fans  were  warming  indeed. 

More  than  the  appointment  of  these  two 
men,  though,  is  the  gratifying  manner  in  which 
the  administration  has  proceeded  with  the  task 
of  selecting  a new  coach. 

Hundreds  of  interviews  wdre  conducted, 
many  miles  were  travelled,  and  we  would 
venture  to  say,  thousands  of  letter  of  recom- 
mendation were  read  before  the  final  choice 
was  made. 

This  signifies  that  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity is  willing  to  go  to  great  lengths  to  build 
the  football  program  at  this  university  so  it 
will  take  a back  seat  to  no  one. 

With  this  attitude  evident,  and  with  the 
administration’s  strict  policy  of  stick  to  the 
spirit  of  the  law,  as  well  as  the  letter,  we  are 
confident  that  the  changes  in  the  Skyline 
scholarship  rules,  which  are  so  badly  needed, 
will  be  approved.
